The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: further 
comprising a second anodizing operation carried out along a second direction on the 
second surface in order to form on the second surface at least one second pore that 
extends in the support material along said second direction, different from the first 
direction. Which is novel over the closest art known to the examiner, of Rosenfeld et al. 
(USP 5259957) which teaches a second anodization in a second direction, however the 
second anodization does not occur in a second direction on a second surface.
